An instance.'Of ’ the abominable i methods -of the' police i*®*® 
arisen over the imprisonment *of Grandidier, who • was “ marked " 
for his anti-militarist propaganda. It seems he stayed a few 
days with a. workman' nam^d,^ Dagois, a. man of weak character.- 
This gave the’ police ' their opportunity, and after, intimidating 
Dagois, at who.se house they paid- a domiciliary visit' and 
“ discovered -some explosivp, they induced him'to declare these 
had been received by him'| and to implicate Grandidier. The 
latter was arrested : the denunciator left free. Then remorse over¬ 
took Dagoia,'a*nd'■ he recalled his words and sigiled his revocation.. 
After this' Grandidier was acquitted, and ^ Dagois , sentenced td 
six months’ imprisonment. This ending did not suit the piyiochtevrsu-. 
and presently Dagois again 'renewed his accusations. . Again 
Grandidier- was arrested; and Jhis .time sentenced to a year-’s 
imprisonment. A committee at St. Denis has been formed to tiy to 
obtain his liberation, and w^e hope to see another exposure of the 
black work of the police. In England, too, steps will haye to be taken 
to defeat the tactics being employed against fpveigq .comrades, of ,which 
Greenstein is the first victim. . , . , ,
